TERMINAL RAILWAY FRANCHISE. 


The Raliroad Company Will Build 
Over the Bluff—Sewer-Pipe 
Controversy — First-street 
Ordinance Defeated.

The City Council met in adjourned session 
yesterday morning to consider the applica- 
tion of the Terminal Kailway Company for 
ab amendment of the franchise by which it 
could get around the rock ledge at the East 
endof the Macy-street covered bridge, where 


official river bed is 300 feet wide, but at this 
point it is narrowed by the rock pile some 
thirty feet, and the claim of the owners bas 
been sustained by the courts, | 
The matter has been pending several 
days, and on Wednesday ‘the Council per- 
sonally inspected the point, so that yester- 


Council was called to order, Councilman 
Wirsching intimated that they ought to be 
ready to pass on the matter. 
Conncilman Summerland presented a pe- 
tition sigeed by forty-seven property-holders 
living on the bank of the river from Mavy 
to First streets, urging the necessity of 
keeping the river bed at its full width of 
800 feet, and asking that, if any change was 
made, the railaoad company be compelled 
to go over the Cannery property, and by 
blasting or cutting out the rock, make the 
river bed the rull 300 feet in width. 
Councilman Summerland moved that the 


franchise be rejected. 
Several property-owners made talks, urg- 
ing that the river-bed be not narrowed, but 


atthe point named. 

H. ‘IT’. Lee, Esq., on behalf of the railway 
company, said that his clients were not par- 
ticular about how the matter was settled, so 
long as it was done prom ptly,and it there was 
any decided opposition, they would not press 
the application. Ali they wanted settled 
was where they were to put their levee, as 
men and- material were on hand to com- 
mence work at once, 

After considerable debate, the railroad 
company decided to waive their application 
to build on the rocks, and will goup over 
the bluff. The franchise was then referfed 
back to the Board of Public Works. | 

THE SEWER-PIPE MATTER. 

The Sewer Cummittee, to whom was re- 
ferred the Mayor’s message vetoing the de- 
mands of the Southern California Ciay and 
Coal Company and the Southern California 
Sewer Pipe Company, for pipe furnished 
on the new sewers, on the ground that 
the price was excessive, being three tintes 
what the same material could be purchased 
for in the open market, in the Kast, re- 
ported, recommending the payment of the 
demands notwithsta:. ding the Mayor’s veto, 
saying that they believed that the price is 
re.sonable, thatit is the lowest th.t could 
be obtained when the contract was made, 
and.th t-they believed that it is the lowest 
that can now be Obtained, ee 

Maj. Danforth, representing the sewer- 
pipe companies, was then introduced, and 

y permission addressed the Council at 
some length, giving the views of the manu- 
facturers, Maj. Danfortt, after briefly re- 
ferring to what he called attacks upou the 
local manufacturers, by which, they have 
been made to suffer in purse and reputation, 
continued:

fully 10percent of the amount shipped. 
Anyone acquainted with the shipment of 
pipe will admit that the break ge in trans- 
portation on 24-inch pipe is greater in pro- 
portion than upon smaller pipe, yet in the 
foregoing estimate we have only figured a 
loss by breakage of 10 per cent. on this large 
pipe over a distance of 2000 miles, as against 
a distance of 250 miles for smailer pipe. 
Again, in our estimate, we have figured no 
loss whatever for inspection, and there 1s 
noone but who will admit that more or 
less pipe is rejected by the duly authorized 
city inspectors along the lineofditch. This 
is a loss, and a considerabie one, as we are 
painfully aware, but we have hauled our 
rejected pipe back to our yard as con- 
demned, and stood the loss, 

“Were you to purchase the pipe in the 
East, you could not do so subject to inspec- 
tion, but you would be obliged to pay for 
whatever they were pleased to ship, and 
our city would be compelled to stand the 
freight, breakage and loss on account of re- 
jected or condemned pipe, in addition to the 
cost price there. a 

“With the feregoing statement of facts,

ANOTHER VETO. 

A message from the Mayor was read re- 
turning without his approval a number of 
demands from the Street Superintendent’s 
office for the pay of street teams. When 
the Council some months ago started in on 
retrenchment, the pay of teams was fre- 
duced from $4 to $3.50, but the demands 
were, by a clerical error, made out at the 
old rate, and had been passed by the 
Finance Committee without the blunder 
having been detected. ‘The amount involved 
is only about $15, but the fact that the mis- 
take was promptly noted, illustrates the 
eareful..consideration: which even minor 
matters receive at the hands of the exe- 
cutive. Itis needless to say that the veto 
was sustained, and the demands were re- 
turned for correction. 

AGAIN KNOCKED OUT. 

The amended ordinance of intention for 
the opening and grading of First street, was 
thentaken up, and was again promptly 
knocked out. Some days ago an ordinance 
for the grading of First street passed the 
Cou:cil, but was vetoed by the Mayor for 
the reason that the district of assessment 
did not embrace. any of the cross streets. 
‘The veto was sustained, and the matter was 
‘referred to the Board of Pub.ic Works. 
The board, after again going over the 
ground, recommended an ordinance ex- 
tending the district of assessment to Main 
street, and embracing all the: cross_ streets, 
halfa block on each side of First. ‘This 
ordinance came up yesterday, and, after 
some discugsion, a vote was taken, when 
it was defeated by a4 vote of 5 to 4, Council- 
men Bonsall, Brown, Shafer, Frankenfieid 
aud Wirsching voting for the ordinance, 
and Councilmen Hamilton, McLain, Sum- 
merliand and Van Dusen against it, Coun- 
cilman Shafer appealed from the ruling of 
the chair, when the matter was referred to 
the City Attorney, and he decided that, as 
the question involved the expenditure of 
money, it required six votes for its passage.

Damron on Trial Before | 
Judge Cheney. 


THE ARRAY OF LEGAL TALENT. 


A Review of the Celebrated Case— 
The Duqus Divorce Suit De~- 
cided in Favor 'of the’ 


a 


Yesterday, in Department One of the 
Superior Court, the trial of James M. Dam- 
ron on a Charge of forgery commenced. 

Two years ago at'this time Damron was 
one of the most respected citizens of this 
community. He had just been elected asa 
member of the Asseindiy from the Seventy- 
seventh District and was a lawyer of excal- 
lent reputation and had a remunerative 
practice. He served during the session of 
the Legislature and barring a few wild 
freaks in which he induiged he made for 
himself atolerably creditable record, atleast 
on the surface. 

On the 15th day of last July Damron, J. 
S. Chadwick and Walter C. Lockwood, 
Towuship Justice of the Peace, were ar- 
rested on a charge of forgery. A note had 
been discounted at the Southern California - 
National Bank ior $110, bearing the in- 
dorsement of E. T. Wright ana W. C. 
Lockwood, by J. 8. Chadwick, the amount 
realized being placed to the credit of B. F. 
Getchell by Chadwick, his attorney in fact. 
On the same day a check for $75, drawn 
by Chadwick against Getchell’s account, as 
his‘attorney in fact, in favor of W. C. Lock- 


wood, was paid to a clerk in Damron’s 
oftice by the bauk. 
By a remarkable chance one of the officers 
of the bank on the same day met Mr. 
Wright, and in conversat.on referred to the 
fact that he had discounted during the day’s 
business a note beariug his indursement, 
Mr. Wright.at ouce denounced the signature 
as a forgery, and the result was that all 
three of the’ parties above named were 
arrested on charge of forgery. 

Then foliowed startling developments, 
Lockwood endeavored to have the pr..secu- 
tion stopped. Other strong influences were 
brought to bear to bring about the same re- 
sult, but they failed. The prosecution 


went forward, and was _p Vigorously, 
it being evident that a crime had 
been committed in this instance. Then it 


was learned that there were other forged. 
notes in existence. 
“Justice” Lockwood demanded an im- 
mediate examination, which he secured. 
He was discharged. 
Chadwick was held ‘to answer to the Su- 
perior Court, and aftera fair trial he was 
acquitted. 
Damron was held to answer on charge of 
forging Wright’s name and also on charges 
of forging the name of 8S. M. Perry and 
Hervey Lindley to other notes. He fur- 
nished bail in ali cases. 
But on Saturday, the 19th of July, 
Damron disappeared, and on Monday, the 
21st, he did not appear for preliminary ex- 
amination. His bail was thereupon de- 
clared forfeited. 
he was discovered by officers in rooms occu- 
pied by “Justice” Lockwood and arrested. 
Lockwood was afterward tried on a 
charge of harboring a fugitive frum justice 
in the person of Damron, and the result was 
a hung jury.

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THE SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


How It Impresses a New ited in turn. 


Arrival, 


A CREDIT TO THE COUNTRY. 


Cleanly, Neat and Cheerful—In the 
Kitchen—A Funeral—Extensive 
Improvements Shortly to 
to Be Made.

First impressions are not always 
‘ borne out by future observation, but 
noné the less are they of much impor- 
tance and should be recorded and pre- 
served, for in after days they will be 
found invaluable aids in reaching clear 
opinions and sound judgments. 
' Believing this to be axiomatic, I have 
sought the columns of Tur Times and 
_ the indulgence of its readers that I 
might record my first impressions of 
Southern California. It was the third 
or fourth day after my arriyal here 
that a trip to the Soldiers’ Home was 
suggested. “It will/ give you some- 
thing to write about, perbups,” sug- 
gested the thoughtful ones. It did 
give me something to write about, and 
this is the way I wrote about it to the 
Eastern papers: | 
Los ANGELES (Cal.,) Oct. 28.—It is 
only a pleasant drive from the golden- 
hued city of Angels to the Pacific 
branch of the national home for dis- 
abled volunteer soldiers. We wound 
around over the hills on the naturally 
bard roads so peculiar to Southern 
California, we picked our way through 
the eucalyptus groves, past the blos- 
 goming pepper trees, beyond the fruit 
orchards, and over into the beautiful 
pasture lands at the foothills of the 
Sierra Madres. Tne oranges were yet 
green, but from their groves came a 
- fragrance that mingled with the mel- 
low odors from the ripe meadows and 
made a perfume that was purely ideal- 
istic. Like nothing:one has inhaled

dreamed of. To one familiar only 
with the sombre colors and odorless 
skies of the North it was like a drive 
through fairy land to the home of the. 
hw geni and his veteran army of 
lue-coated sprites.

California, the Pacific branch of the 
Soldiers’ Home enjoys a site the coun- 
terpart of which nature in all its 
bounty has not one to offer.

Sometimes the 
amateur clubs of Santa Monica or Los 
Angeles come out to give the veterans 
a little better entertainment than the 
home talent affords. ‘he character of

may be surmised. From Black Eyed 
Susan down, or up, they are of the 
military or naval type.

*‘And when these improvements are 
made,’ says\Governor Treichel, who 
takes a great pride in the institution,

homes from a sanitary standpoint, 

The bakery, the kitchen, the store- 
house and the laundry, were next vis- 
All was neat, clean and 
orderly in these departments. The ap- 
pointments in the way of cooking 
utensils, etc., are ample for present 
use, but will soon prove inadequate to 
the ever-growing demands made upon 
this most popular of all the Soldiers 

omes. 

The four large barracks stand with 
their backs against the mountains on 
the very highest part of the grounds. 
Like the letter V the barracks are ar- 
ranged, and it is calculated that each 
new one will add to the depth and 
breadth of the letter, Eight or ten, it 
is expected, will finally be built, and 
then the will be larger and 
more clearly defined from a distance. 
The center of the letter, between the 
diagonal lines, forms a court-yard that 
has been beautifully improved by the 
gardener’s art. Long, handsome, 
frame structures are the barracks, with 
broad piazzas on all sides and broad 
steps leading thereto. More like sum- 
mer resort hotels they appear than the 
barracks they are. Each is calculated 
to accommodate 98 men and the ser- 
geant and corporal, but at present the 
650 inmates are housed in them, and 
that without seriously crowding. 

Company D’s pavilion, of Barrack 
No. 4, contains the hospital on the 
lower floor, divided into the sick and 
convalescent wards. There are twenty 
patients in each ward. Most of these 
came to the Home just well enough to 
get here. Many of them .have been 
benefited by the pure, dry air and the 
gentle breezes that blow up from the 
‘gea and are on a fair road to perma- 
nent recovery. A few others are too 
fargone. They are fighting their last 
battles and the victory will be on tho 
side of the Angel of Death. They are 
cared for kindly here and will have 
only pleasant remembrances of bright 
sunny days to carry with them to the 
shores beyond. Upstairs are the two 
large domitories. Light and airy are 
these, as are hospital wards below. 
There is alarge open grate at either 
end of these rooms, but they are sel- 
dom brought into use. Situated at a 
considerable altitude on the table 
lands of the foothills, the air is never 
damp and thé mercury seldom falls to 
60. Nor is the heat excessive here. 
The cool breezes from the ocean 
fan these table lands perpetually, 
and are just strong . enough 
to make bearable even the piercing, 
burning <> of thu nearly vertical mid- 
daysun. ‘The nights are always cool 
and each veteran wraps his devoted, 
mayhap maimed, old body in one of 
Uncle Sam’s good warm biankets. 

The four barracks are exteriorily and 
interiorily the same; only the inmates 
differ alittle. ‘Lhey are all attired in 
neat blue uniformsand the difference be- 
tween them is only nature’s differenes.

In the center of the court yard stands . 


the flagstaff, and near by is an old 
twelve-pounder that has seen service in 
more than one engagement in the war 
of the Rebellion. It is still a good guu 
and a loud, heavy boom! from its deep 
brass throat every morning at sunrise 
marks the commencement of a new 
day. The flag bangs at half-mast to- 
day, and this morning’s gun sounded 
the last awakening in this world for 
one more of the old h-roes, There 18 to 
be a soldier’s fu:eral after dinner, 
That little knell over there behind the 
library, and nearly three-quarters of a 
mile distant, is the soldiers’ graveyard. 
The forty-first grave was dug there this 
morning, and in afew hours another 
soldier of the Rebellion wiil be laid to 
rest forever. Meanwhile we must give 
ear to poor old Jack Bailey, who stands 
before us on the gravel walk in front 
of Company A’s barracks and declares 
to us that he “‘ain’t in the Home for 
good.” 

“Cap’n’s getting ready to heave 
anchor,’’ Jack explains in his pathetic, 
squeaking voice, ‘**Cap’n can’t sail 
wi’out me; it’ll soon be time to sail 
now.”’ 

Jack shades his eyes with his hand, 
gives a far-away look oceanward, and 
then passes on, crying, in his shrill 
voice, “Ship ahoy! Suip ahoy!” 

Ah, yes; it will soon be time for oid 
Jack to sail, but no earthly voyage will 
take him over the seas again. It will 
be over the Jordan that Jack will sail 
next, and when the craft of death 
auchors onthe other shore Jack will 
enter the portals of a fairer land than 
any that borders on the broad Pacific, 


which he has sailed these many a year. | 


He is 80 years of age, the governor says, 
and his papers show that he has served 
the Stars and Stripes before the mast 
Since 1860.

In and out ofthe hospital wards we 
heard only words of praise for him. 
He seems tobe a good surgeon anda 
faitrful physician, and a man who 
gains the confidence and respect of his 
patients. 

The governor’s amiable sisters, Mrs. 
Smith and Miss Triechel, welcomed us 
to the charming littie reception room. 
Soon the governor himself came in and 
greeted us cordially. He is a goodcon- 
versatioualist, and the balf hour or 
more spent at his Inncheon board was 
one of the most attractive features of 
the day’s —

The grizzled 
hoary old yeterans march slowly up 
the little aisle and deposit their bur- 
den tenderly, carefully on the trucks 
in front of the pulpit. Then they bow 
their heads while Mr. Morrison leads 
in prayer. No funeral oration is de- 
livered, only a few plain, simple words 
that alican understand and feel. At 
last all men were failures, he said, and 
the humblest no more so than the 
proudest, Butall. men were immor- 
tal, and therein lay the hope of the 
world.

We 
are atthe grave nowand all that is 
mortal of Jerry Green is being lowered 
into the mother earth from 
which it came. Those Stars and 
Stripese-how gloriously they beam in 
the bright sunligot—are still about the 
coffin. Iieads are bared now. The 
Rey.

EAGLE Rock VALLEY, Nov. 3.— 
[Correspondence of THe Times.] The 
last year has been one of wonderiul 
progress in our little vailey, with tree- 
planting as the first and chief object of 
all. The fine fruit of all kinds and 
the good prices of the past season have 
been inexpressibly encouraging to 
those who planted last spring, and will 
be instrumental in causing many acres 


of barley jand to be turned into bloom- 
ing orange groves. 
The oranges grown on the ranch of 


Rev. Hough here were marvels of 


beauty, and as fine in flavor as those 
from any other part of the State. The 
same trees have an immense crop on 
now, which are in fine condition. 

C. Laux of your city, who had ten 
acres planted to oranges last winter, is 
more than pleased at the fine growth 
they have made this season. He in- 
tends planting about eight acres to 
French prunes the coming season. 

Mr. James Hickson has a fine grove 
of Washington Navel oranges and 
several hundred lemon trees which 
will be in bearing next year. They 
have made a wonderful growth this 
year, without a drop of water.

CITY ENGINEER EATON, 


A Talk About Electric Rallroads— 
The Outlook. 

City Engineer Fred Eaton, who went 
Northea couple of weeks ago with Capt. 
Barrett and ottiers interested in the elem 
tric belt railroad, to inspect the various 
Slectric railroads on the coast, returned 
home yesterday. During his trip Mr. Ea- 
ton visited Portland, Or., Tacoma and 
Seattle, and other cities, and comes back 
thoroughly impressed with the idea that 
electricity is the only motive power suitable 
for street railways. in regard to. the Los 
Angeles company, Mr. Eaton says that the 
promoters of the enterprise are pushing 
matters as rapidly as possible, and that con- 
tracts for eighteen miles of track are prac- 
tically let, and construction will commence 
as soon as the material can be got here. 
fhe company, he says, expect to spend at 
least $900,000 during the next year, and that 
this is buta small partof their entire in- 
vestment, He says that he received assur- 
ances that the company not only intended 
to build the road, but that they would oper- 
ate it; in other words, that the enterprise 
is a legitimate business proposition, and is 
not being worked for speculative purposes, 

lu regard to electric railroads, Mr. Katon 
1S very enthusiastic. He says that at 
Pacoma he rode on av electric read up a 
grade as steep as that on Second street, 
between Hill and Olive, and saw three 
heavily loaded cars start on this grade, 
which is five-eights of a mile long, without 
ahitch. ‘Phe Sprague system, which will 
be used here, he says, is the one in general 
use, and is giving satisfaction wherever it 
has been introduced.

voters should be careful not to bite too 
freely. A monarchy may be a better 
Koverbmeut than a republic, in some 
cases, and one ticket is not hecessarily 
better than another because it ears 
some of the above shibboleth at its 
head.

THE STATE AND COUNTY. | 


The count of the ‘ballots continues 
to progress slowly, owing to the‘ new 
method of counting. 

Markham’s plurality in the State, 
with two-thirds of the precincts 
counted, is 15,000... At this rate 
be will carry the State by 20,000. 
The rest of the State ticket is 
also elected by good majorities and 
probably all the six Republican Con- 
gressmen, although there is some 
doubt about the First District.

WHAT THE CENSUS SHOWS. 


The latest census bulletin, an ad- 
vanced copy of which has just been 
received, deals with the population of 
the United States by States and Terri- 
tories as disclosed by the late census. 
The special work of the census is now 
far advanced, and the publication of 
the volumes will soon be commenced. 

As already published in Tur TIMgEs, 
the population of the United States on 
June 1, 1890, as shown by the first 
count of persons and families, exclu- 
sive of white persons in Indian Terri- 
Alaska, was 62,480,540. These figures 
may be slightly changed by later and 
more exact compilation:, but such 
changes will not be material. In 
1ss0 the population was 
783. The absolute increase’ of 
the population in the ten years in- 
tervening was 12,324,757, and the per- 
centage of increase Was 24.57. In 1870 
the population was stated as 38,558,- 
371. According to these figures the 
absolute increase in the decade be- 
tween 1870 and 1880 was 11,597,412, 
and the percentage of increase was 
30.08. .Upon their face these figures 
show that the population has increased 
between 1880 and 1890 only 727,345 


while the rate of increase has appar- 
ently diminished from 30.08 to’ 24.57 
per gont. If these figures were 
derived from correct data, they 
would, Superintendent Porter says, 
be indeed disappointing. Such a 
reduction in the rate of increase

He had a habit of 
ridiculing them, which provoked them 
very much. ‘*For these reports 1 do 
not rely on Bonny. Both the Arab and 
native chiefs wentover the matter very 


minutely.” 
The log-book of the camps, signed by 
Barttelot, Jamieson, Bonny and 


Ward, was simply one long account of 

remorseless flogging and inhumanity. 

Barttelot even kicked his own attend- 

ant, a little boy named Soulti, and the 

boy died from the injuries inflicted.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.]’ Maj.-Gen. Schofield, 
commanding the United States Army, 
in his annual report rays, in part: 

It may be asserted that all that is now 
requisite for the final peaceful settlement of 
the great Indian prubieim is the wise, just 
and humane treatment of the Indians upon 
their reservations in the presence of such 
military force as will deter the young and 
restless among thein from attempting to im- 
itate the deeds of their aucestors. 

‘The time has now come when the futdre, 


of the countrf”shouid dictate its military 
policy. ‘The army should ve so stationed 
th t it may be prepared at the shortest no- 
tice to respond to any call which may be 
made upon its services,and at the same 
time to assist in all practicable ways in pre- 
paring the militia of the several States for 
active service in time of need.

Strution is necessary, that the important 
seaboard cities of the United States should 
be so fortified, armed and manned as to be 
capable of self-defense against the attack 
of any foreign fivet, anu each of the sea 
coasts of the United States should be pro-. 
vided with an adequate fleet of sea-going 
battle-ships, capable of attacking on the 
broad ocean any hostile fleet which might 
attempt to bluckade our harbors or destroy 
our commerce. If the important seaports 
are adequately fortified and armed, one 
such fleet, itis presumed will be sufficient 
fcr each of the great oceans.

RECOMMENDED, 


The Commissioner of Rallroads Con- 
siders the Government’s Debt 
Perfectly Safe—Their 
 Barnings. 


By Telegraph to The Times. © 

-W ASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—[By the As- 
sociated Press,) The report of the 
Commissioner of Railroads contains 
full information in regard to the con- 
dition of the several railroad com- 
panies coming under the jurisdiction 
of his office for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1890. As to improvements in 
the bonded roads the commissioner 
Says: 

lam able to report that many improve- 
ments have been and are continuaily being 
made. ‘These improvements, where they 
are made on bonded roads, are of special 
value tothe Government, as they not only 
increase the earning capacity of the roads, 
but add largely to the vaiue of the property. 

The amount received from the 
bonded railroads this year was 
slightly below the amount re- 
ceived for the preceding year, 
This, the commissioner says, is 
not owing to adecrease in business, 
but to. unusual expenditures by the 
Union Pacific Company in the purchase 
of new rolling stocks. As tothe pres- 
ent financial relations between the 
roads and the Government the com- 
missioner says: 

The same unfortunate condition of things 
eXists now that always existed since tie 
bunds granted in aid of their construction 
were issued, namely that the amounts an- 
nually received from the roads fall largely 
below the amount of interest annually ac- 
cruing from the subsidy. The reads’ debt, 
theretore, due the Goveroment from these 
roads, instead of being reduced, as it was 
the expectation of Congress that they wouid 
be, are rapidly increasing year by year. 

This increase, however, is uot due to any 
failure of the rdilroad companies to comply 
with the provisions of the existing laws, 
The fault rests in the laws themselves, 
The per cent. of the net earnings required 
by law to. be paid in the discharge uf the

A GENTLEMAN. 


nal Newman Defined Him. 
[London News.! 
It is almost a definition of a gentle- 
man to say that he is one who never 
inflicts pain. This description is both 
refined and, as far as it goes, accurate. 
He is mainly occupied in merely re- 
moving the obstacles which hinder 
the free and unembarassed action of 
those about him, and he. concurs with 
their movements rather than take the 
initiative himself. His benefit may 
be considered as parallel to what are 
called comforts or conveniences in ar- 
rangements of a personal nature—like 
an easy chair or a good fire, which do 
their part in dispelling cold and 
fatigue, though nature provides both 
means of rest and animal heat without 
them. The true gentleman, in like 
manner, carefully avoids whatever may 
cause jaror a-jolt in the minds of 
those with whom he is cast—all clash- 
ing of opinion, or collision of feeling, 
all restraint or suspicion, or gloom, or 
sentiment; his great concern being to 
make every one at their ease and at 
home. Hehas his eyes on ail his 
company; he is tender toward the bash- 
ful, gentle toward the distant, and: 
merciful toward the absurd. He can 
recollect to whom he is speaking; he 
guards against unseasonable  allu- 
sions or topics which may irri- 
tate; he is seldom prominent in 
conversation, and never wearisome. 
He makes light of favors when he does 
them, and seems to be receiving when 
he is conferring. He never speaks of 
himself except when compelled, never 


has no ears for slander or gossip, is 
scrupulous in imputing motives to 
those who interfere with him, and in- 
terprets everything for the best. 

He is never mean or little in his dis- 
putes, never takes unfair advantage, 
never mistakes personalities or sharp 
sayings for arguments, or insinuates 
éevii which he dare not say out. From 
a long-sighted prudence he observes 
the maxim of the ancient sage, 
that we should always conduct 
ourselves toward our enemy as if 
he were one day to be our 
friend. He hastoo much good sense 
to be affronted at insults; he is too. 
well employed to remember injuries 
and too indolent to bear malice. Heis 
patient, forbearing, and resigned on 
philosophic principles; he submits to 
pain because it 18 inevitable, to be- 
reavoment because it is irreparable, 
and to death because itis his destiny. 
If he engages in controversy of any 
kind his disciplined intellect pre- 
serves him from the~ blundering dis- 
courtesy of better, perhaps, but less 


the point in argument, ~ waste 
their - strength on trifles, miscon- 
ceive their adversary, and leave the 
question more involved than they find 
it. He may be rightor wrong in his 
opinion, but he is. too clear-headed to 
be unjust; he is as simple as he is 
forcible, and as brief as he is decisive. 
Nowhere shall we find greater candor, 
consideration, indulgence; he throws 
himself into the mindsof his oppo- 
nents, he accounfs for their mistakes. 
He knows the weakness of human rea- 
son, as well asits strength, its province 
and its limits. % 

If he be an unbeliever he will be too 
profound and large-minded to ridicule 
religion or to act against it; he is too 
wise to bea dogmatist or fanatic in his 
infidelity. He respects piety and de- 
votion; he even supports institutions 
as venerable, beautiful or useful, to 
which he does not assent; he honors 
the ministers of religion, and it cun- 
tents him to decline its mysteries 
without assailing or —denounciug 
them. He isa friend of religious tol- 
eration, and that, not only because 
his philosophy has taught him 
to look on all forms of faith 
with an impartial eye, but also from 
the gentleness and effeminacy of feel- 
ing which is the attendant on civiliza- 
tion. Not thathe may not hold a re- 
ligion, too, in his own way, even when 
he is not a Christian. In that case his 
religion is one of imagination and 
sentiment; it is the embodiment of 
those ideas of the sublime, majestic 
and beautiful, without which there 
can be no large philosophy, Some- 
times he acknowledges the being 
of God, sometimes he _ invests 
an unknown oprincipie of quali- 
ties with the tribute of affection. And 
this deduction of his reason or création 
of his fancy he makes the occasion of 
such excellent thoughts and the start- 
ing-point of so varied and systematic a 
teaching that he even seems like a dis- 
ciple of Christianity itself. From the 
very accuracv and steadiness of his 
logical powers he is able to see what 
sentiments are consistent in those who 
hold any religious doctrine at all, and 
he appears to others to feel and to hold 
awhole circle of theoligical truths, 
which exist in his mind not otherwise 
than as a number of deductions.
